Watching 
the skies.

It’s been hit and miss - but mostly 

Weeks of drought and high 
temperatures in southern and 
central Ontario have been 
interspersed with scattered 
showers, some of them severe 
- and it’s a weather pattern that 
some of the experts are saying is 


likely to continue. 

"We’re going to see, when it 
rains, it will rain in a heavier dose,” 
says David Phillips, Environment 
Canada's Senior Climatologist. 

The reason? “It’s because the 
atmosphere is warmer. It can hold 
more moisture, so there’s the 
potential to have these flooding, 
car-washing rainfalls, where the 


clouds open up and you just get 
a cloudburst - and then, all of a 
sudden, you don’t see rain for 
three weeks.” 

It’s a tough scenario for many 
Ontario farmers. Where rain has 
fallen at a critical time in the 
crop’s development, growers are 
seeing record yields, and earlier

yields. But in areas where drought 
has persisted without a break - where 
high temperatures have prevented 
the pollination of corn, or where lack 
of rainfall has caused cornstalks to 
die, from the ground up - crops are 
at risk. 

Phillips points out just how “hit 
and miss” Ontario's rains have been. 
A storm on July 15 missed Oshawa 
completely, dropped 5 mm of rain at 
Pearson International Airport, 12 mm 
in the Richmond Hill area, and 88 
mm in Scarborough. 

“Hiat rainfall... did nobody any 
good, because it fell in two hours and 
it just ran off and created flooding 
issues,” Phillips said. 'That 88 mm, 
even over the parched fields of 
Simcoe County, would have run off... 
What you really need, and we need 
desperately in Ontario, is the kind of a 
rainfall that would spoil your holiday. 
That kind of slow motion, percolating, 
drenching rain that has a chance to

get through that concrete ground.” 

It’s not just the farmers who are impacted by 
the weather. Phillips isn't alone in suggesting 
that infrastructure “has to be different in the 
future, to be able to stand this kind of an almost 
tropical rainfall.” 

Insurance companies are saying the same 
thing, after seeing a 5-fold increase in billion 
dollar weather events in the last 30 years, 
and an increase in the severity of drought 
conditions since the 1980s. 

Last year, an estimated 600,000 homeowners 
in the U.S., in areas of high storm risk, had 
their policies cancelled or not renewed, and 
AIG has established an Office of Environment 


& Climate Change, to assess the changing 
weather-related risks. 

With water restrictions, outdoor burning bans, 
higher flooding risks, higher insurance costs 
and potentially higher food costs, everyone is 
impacted by the weather pattern of drought/ 
downpour. 

The pattern continued earlier this week, when 
another band of thunderstorms swept through 
the South Simcoe region on Monday, July 23 
producing intense rainfall in a brief span of 
time. But the five-day weather forecast is now 
calling for lower temperatures and steady, 
soaking rain by Thursday - not a day too soon.

Ministry’s new Phosphorus reduction tool 


The Province of Ontario and Provincial 
Environment Ministry have capped the 
amount of Phosphorus that will be permitted 
to enter the Lake Simcoe Watershed - setting 
levels that municipalities have complained 
may not be achievable with today’s technology. 

On July 11, Ellen Schmarje, Senior Program 
Advisor with the MOE, came to Innisfil Council 
to present a new “tool” that should help Towns 
and developers meet the new standards. 

The Phosphorus Reduction Planning Tool is a 
standardized program that is “flexible, to adapt 
to new information as it comes forward,” and 
will provide planners with a way of evaluating 
both phosphorus loading and the effectiveness 
of proposed solutions, Schmarje said. 


The tool consists of a technical guidance 
manual; a Microsoft ACCESS data base; and a 
database user manual - a modular approach 
that will allow municipalities to generate a 
picture of current phosphorus loading, and 
the impact of development. It also provides 
possible solutions/actions, and the potential 
reduction achievable with each “Best Practice” 
implemented. 

The program will even send up a “red flag” 
she said, if it looks like the phosphorus target 

The tool was developed in response 
to municipal concerns - especially the 
realization that achieving further reductions in

Assault, 
indecent act 

A citizen inside an Alcona 
restaurant, at around 2 a.m. on 
July 21, observed a male standing 
outside the restaurant, committing 
an indecent act in full view of the 
patrons. The citizen went outside 
into the parking lot and confronted 
the suspect, telling him to cease 
the act - and was punched in the 
face by the suspect. Two other men 
joined in the attack on the citizen, 
who was knocked to the ground, and 
repeatedly assaulted and kicked by 
all three men. The three assailants 
then fled the scene. The victim was 
later treated by paramedics, and 
police investigating. They were able 
to identify all three accused, who 
were arrested later in the day at their 
residences. Three Innisfil men, two 
18 year olds and one 20 year old, 
have now been arrested and charged 
with Assault Cause Bodily Harm; 
one of the accused was also charged 
with Indecent Act. All were released 
on a Promise to Appear for court in 
August, and an undertaking with 
conditions. 

Domestic assault 

On July 14, South Simcoe Police 
were contacted by a Bradford male, 
who reported that he was being 
assaulted by his common-law wife. 
The 57 year old victim advised that 
he and his wife were in the process 
of separating. The victim had been 
in the home when the common-law 
wife returned from running errands 
and allegedly “body checked" the 
victim, sending him off-balance and 
into another area of the home. The 
victim walked away - but later that 
same day, was in the garage area 
when the woman approached and 
slapped the victim across the face. 

The man left the home and attended 
the police station to report the 
incidents. He did not require medical 
treatment. On July 15, police arrested 
the accused, a 54 year old Bradford 
woman, and charged her with 2 
counts of domestic assault. She was 
released with conditions, and a court 
date in August. 

Safe Roads, Your Call 

The Safe Roads... Your Call initiative 
was launched in Simcoe County back 
in April 2008. Since then, it has had 
a significant impact on removing 
impaired drivers from local roads, 
say South Simcoe Police. 

Motorists are encouraged to call 
911 and report suspected impaired 
drivers, providing details of location, 
direction of travel, description of 
vehicle, and where possible, a driver 
description or licence plate. 

In June alone, calls from concerned 
citizens led to 5 arrests for Impaired 
and Over 80.

From July 21 to 29, over 300 lifeguards from across the 
province will participate in the 3rd annual “Lifesaving 
Society 500 metre swim for 500 Lives" campaign - a 
series of fundraising events being held during National 
Drowning Prevention Week.

On July 28, volunteers and participants will be 
competing in a day-long baseball competition. Play Ball 
Tourney for Testes will raise awareness for testicular 
cancer - but where did the idea come from? 

Organizer Brendan McCardle first came up with the 
idea in 2010, but felt he didn’t have the resources to carry 
it through, at the time. ‘"I didn’t want to do it unless it 
could be done well,” he said. 

Fast forward to this year. McCardle finally realized that 
there was no time like the present. With help from a 
number of close friends, he began to plan the event, over 
the last 6 months. 

Testicular Cancer is not something that has affected 
McCardle himself, or anyone in his immediate circle. 

But when his research showed that it is one of the most 
common cancers in males ages 15 to 29, the Brock 
University student wanted to bring more awareness of the 
disease to those around him. 

As for the name, “Play Balls: Tourney for Testes) if that 
raises a laugh or two, McCardle is fine with that. “The 
more I thought about it, I realized humour is actually a 
powerful tool,” he said, and a way to grab the attention of 
participants. 

Hopefully, the 3-pitch softball tourney will also raise 
money for the Canadian Testicular Cancer Association 
(TCTCA) which delivers cancer awareness programs 
and works with physicians, health care providers and 
research professionals.
